Breeding problems 
“I am presently working with Dendrobates reticulatus and recently was rewarded 
with my first clutch of eggs from this species. I had 6 eggs, 4 of which hatched. Of 
the 4 tadpoles, 3 appeared to have central nervous system problems: they had ballast 
problems and could only swim in n very tight circles. The fourth appeared fine. I set 
these all up as I have done fori D. auratus and D. leucomelas (water straight from the 
tap at room temperature, in 200 mi beakers with a ‘dab’ of frozen blood worms. The 
next morning all four P were dead. ” If anyone can on any suggestions 
please forward them to W D ey, NJ University of 
A 98195 USA (crillwd@zoology.
